At practically every grade | 
crossing wi hout guard-gates some driver goes over after Ufe whistle has 
been sounded. And where there are guard-gates, they sometimes smash | 
them down and go over just the same. Pérhaps you wil] understand the 
nature of the thrills better if J glre you one or two specific instances, 

“On the filteenth of last January I took my run out at 6.41 a.m. 
later, I was driving along at reduced speed, probably forty miles an hour. ~ I 
whistied Jong and loud fer a perticularly~bad crossing. When within about 
150 fect of the crossing J} saw lights bobbing around on the planks. That in- 
dicated an automobile---in motion. My fireman, as I afterwards learned, was 
looking direc'ly at the ear. ~ li did not,occur to him at first that the driver | 
would try to get across. Then he saw him ‘give her the gas.’ Those bob- 
bing lights, however, had cnabled me to divine the driver's intention. I 
snapped the brake valve to full eraergency position.

“We were three hundred feet past the crossing when the train stopped, 
but the, emergency application of the brakes had stayed the engine the one | 
instant that it took for the automobile to get over those rails. The fireman, 
in a tremulous voice asked me, ‘Did he get over?’ I answered, ‘Yes, he did.’ | 
The fireman got up from Lis seat came over to the gangway at the right 
side, and, talking as though that driver might be getting every word, sald, ‘Old 
fellow, no one but God sayed you.’ y 

“From that instant for the balance of the trip there was an engineer in 
the cab whose neryes were not fit for his job. | Little clicks and knocks were 
so magnified as to make it seem that the engine was falling to pieces. While 
crossing a foreign railroad at grade, and having the signal to proceed. one of 
the foreign railvoad’s engines started to blow off steam. I started involuntar- 
ily ft ‘ont my seat, and it was only with difficulty.that I forced myself to re- 
mainin the cab. 


“Another time before that, after I had sounded the whistle for the crass- 
ing, two automobiles shot across, one right after the other, at about forty-five 
miles an hour. I was thinking how much better judgment those fellows 
would bave displayed if they had stopped and waited only one minute for my 
train io pass when the fireman shouted to me, ‘There’s another!’ ‘Like a 
flash, a large coupe went across at about sixty miles an hour. In that-coupe 
was a little girl about five years old on her knees looking-out of the rear win- 
dow, “A woman, doubtless her mother, was at the wheel. To me, ie looked 
ae though the woman was not thinking of her child, but only of not being 
outdone by those other two cars—or by that train, either.” 


This engineer concludes by askingi»‘‘Were.yourever held up at the: pojat of 
a gun? I never was, possibly because I neve had anything that the other 
fellow wanted, but have heard men describe the situation. The hole in 
the guu-barrel looked as big as a washtub, the bullets the size of cannon- 
baths But that feeling, when contrasted with that of the engineer when he 
is aboni to strike an automobile, is about as placid as the watets of the 
Amazin compared with Niagra Falls.” one : 

Vossibly it is too much to expect a motorist, who risks his own life and 
the liver of his companions in a car, to give the slightest consideration to the 
locomotive engineer, or to the hundreds of passengers on the train whose 
safety depends upon the steady nerves of the engineer. But what grim trag- 
edies would be prevented and suffering avoided if people would only realize 
that ‘bere is nothing “smart” in being a reckless fool,

New Government Policy to be Admin- 
istered In Alberta 

Free insulin supplies will be: provid- 
ed by the Alberta department of 
health in cases where the patients are 
not able to otherwise secure them. 
Hon. George Hoadley, minister of 
health, announces this as a new gov- 
ernment policy to be administered 
through that department. The min- 
ister’s attention to the matter was in- 
vited a short time ago by the editor 
of the Hanna Herald, who reported a 
number of cases in need of treatment 
but unable to meet the cost.

Criminals’ Descriptions Are 
Broadcasted 

Most of our readerts will remem- 
ber the excitement caused, just 
before the war, at the capture of 
Dr. Crippin as he was stepping off 
the Atlantic liner Montrose on 
Canadian soil. 

Wireless telegraphy was first 
used in crime detection by the 
captain of the Montrose, who, sus- 
pecting that he had Dr. Crippin 
aboard, sent a wireless telegraphic 
message, which enabled detectives 
to cross the Atlantic on a fast liner 
and to arrest Crippin on his arrival. 

It is just eighty years since the 
telegraph was first used to ensure 
the arrest of a fugitive. Mr. How- 
ell, stationmaster at Slough, hear- 
ing that a man suspected of the 
murder of Sarah Hart, a Slough 
housekeeper, had boarded a train 
for London, was inspired to senda 
message on the railway telegraph 
wire, with the result that, when 
the man stepped out of the train, 
he found himself in the hands of 
the police. 

Now comes the news that the 
home office in the old country has, 
in a circular, suggested that a full 
description of a “wanted” man be 
broadcast by all police chiefs imm- 
ediatly after a crime. 


Air Telephones Between Ships 
Promised 

Wider developments in the use 
of wireless telephony at sea are 
foreshadowed by Mr, Marconi. 
‘During the past two years,” said 
Senatore Marconi recently, we have 
experimented to find out how far 
wireless telephony is desirable and 
practicable for adoption by the 
mercantile marine.” 

Trawlers and liners have been 
pressed into service, and trials have 
been made between ship and shore. 

“The results obtained,” added 
Senatore Marconi, demonstrate 
that there is no difficulty in accom- 
plishing a satisfactory service of 
duplex wireless telephony, espec- 
ially between ships on the high 
seas, away from the areas of con- 
gested traffic.” 

In one instance a range of nearly 
400 mileS was covered. 

Further developments would de- 
pend on the demand for installa, 
tions from ship owners. Wireless 
telephony, in Mr. Marconi’s opin- 
ion, would be an adjunct to the 
wireless telegrapHt service serving 
its own particular service.

London.—<Australia is reaping the 
largest benefits from imperial prefer- 
ence granted by the Baldwin Govern- 
ment as was generally predicted when 
they were introduced.

The future of the paper industry, 
and, indeed, the future of the whole 
trade of printing, has often caused 
anxtety for those closely connected | 
with either, owing to the diminishing 
supply of paper material from wood. 
The United States has become the 
greatest consumer of paper in the 
world, and as its own soft-wood sup- 
plies have neared exhaustion, the Can- 
adian have been more and 
more drawn upon. This has created 
an immense export trade in pulp and 
paper, which Is at present of vital im- 
portance In maintaining Canada’s fav- 
orable balance of trade. The report 
of the commission which recently in- 
vestigated the pulpwood situation in 
Canada showed that the visible supply 
of wood was in danger of exhaustion 
within some thirty to fifty years, Ac- 
cording to conditions in different prov- 
inces. After that, what? That was! 
the question. 

Recently The London Morning Post 
published an issue on paper made from 
straw, and the information given in 
that connection is of the greatest im- 
portance. The paper was made by 
Ide Vaine's straw-pulp process, which 
seems to have lifted the question at 
once from theory to practice. The 
trouble in the past with straw paper 
has been its brittleness, but ten years 
of experiment have overcome this dif- 
ficulty, using as chemicals only com- 
mon salt and lime. This has been 
carried out in French factories, and, 
according to The Post, it is to be con- 
tinued on a large scale in Canada. 

If straw becomes the raw material 
for paper, Canada’s position will be

The Post does not supply compara- 
tive figures of cost, nor suggest that 
straw may be a competitor of wood 
while the latter remains plentiful. The 
paper industry has been one of the 
most progressive in the whole realm 
of manufacturing in the post few 
years, and it may be assumed that the 
new sources cf raw material will be 
used with the keenest intelligence,—

Apples Lead Fruits

Large Portion Of B.C, Crop Absorbed 
By Prairie Provinces 

Apples are the outstanding commer- 
cial fruit of Canada, according to a re- 
cent report of the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

While a large portion of the British 
Columbia crop is absorbed by the 
three prairie provinces Which took 
2,225,000 boxes last year, shipments of 
apples from British Columbia to Eur- 
ope are steadily increasing. In 1924, 
663 carloads of British Columbia ap- 
ples were exported, of which 267 went 
to Great Britain. . Apple exports out 
of Vancouver last year totalled 105,- 
587 boxes compared with 84,328 the 
previous year. Of these 61,024 went 
to Gréat Britain. 

British Columbia is now third to 
Nova Scotia and Ontario in apple 
growing.

British Cattle Breeders Are Convinced

So far as the Vancouver Province 
can judge, the empire settlement 
acheme is going to prove a success. 
The plan is to place three thousand se- 
lected British families on farms in 
Canada in {hree years. The Cana- 
dian Government is providing the 
farms, which are for sale on easy 
terms, and will help the newcomers 
get ostablished. The British Gov- 
ernment is advancing money, not ex- 
ceeding about £300 per family for 
livestock and machinery. The set- 
tlera are being placed in districts that 
are fairly well settled, and: will not 
have the hardships and loneliness of 
pioneering to endure. There are 
neighbors, and arrangements are made 
for friendly assistance from these. 

“The plan is promising, but it is be- 
ing cnoducted on a very small scale,” 
the Provines says. ‘‘There are two 
reasons for this. It is {n the experi- 
mental stage yet, and the families who 
are given assistance are so carefully 
selected that no great number can 
measure up to the requirements. If 
it is to be expanded, as it should be, 
once its merits are proven, it will 
probably be necessary to take in peo- 
ple who have had no great acquaint- 
ance with rural life, and to extend the 
period of probation or adopt some 
means of training such as was sug- 
gested by Lord Burnham in his address 
to the Vancouver Canadian Clubs. 

“Strange as it may seem, the num- 
ber of farms available is at present 
alro limited, for the only land being 
utilized for empire settlement con- 
sists of property taken up under the 
soldier settlement scheme and aban- 
doned. In a country like this, with 
millions of untilled acres within easy 
reach of railways, there should -be no 
difficulty in getting farms for all who 
wish them, and if the scheme is to do 
its best for the settlers and for the 
Dominion, some means wifl have to be 
found of bringing this land under. cul- 
tivation. We are a very much scat- 
tered country, and might, with consid- 
erable advantage, devote some atten- 
tion to beeoming more compact. 

“It is quite possible that families 
accustomeo to farm life might be se- 
cured more easily on the continent of 
Europe than in Great Britain. But 
the settlement of these would raise 
problems which the placing of British 
immigrants would not involve. Be- 
sides, we should have to meet the 
whole expense ourselves, and would 
be doing nothing in bringing in foreign 
immigrants to help the Motherland 
settle her problem of surplus popula- 
tion. While by no means rejecting 
promising settlers from the continent, 
it would seem to be wisest for us, dur- 
ing some years to come, to concentrate 
more on securing the best type of im- 
migrant we can get from the British 
Isles,”
